IS A POSSIBILITY,

Quay Strongly Indicted by Pennsylvania 
Republicans—Fifer and Oullom Sat 
Down Upon — Developménts in the 
Free Coinage Measure—A Poll of the 
Senate Insures Its Defeat—PoliticaL 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, Feb. 18.—If the reports 
in circulation in Washington De true, the 
alleged Triple Alliance, which has been 
popularly designated asthe Hili-Brice-Gor- 
man combDination may hereafter be referred 
to as the Hill and the Brice-Gorman combina- 
tions. Ithas been aceepted in Washington 
all along—perhapstoo unqguestioningly—that 
some sort of an understanding had been ar- 
rived at by the Senatorial triumvirate, but 
the terms of the compact, if one existed, 
were left entirely for speculation. 

Senator Brice returned from New York 
Tuesday and took hig seat in the Senate. Re- 
ports had him in conference with Senator 
Hill on several occasions, but these dispatches 
did not excite more than passing eomment, 
inasmuch as,it was generally believed that the 
**agreement’’ was in practical operation. 

Senator Brice was in a communicative 
mood to-day. He demurred to replying to 
only one question—ag to his opinion of Sena- 
tor Hill’s programme in New York. Leaning 
back on the cushioned seat in the entrance 
to tne Senate Chamber, he talked freely and 
at some length as to his position, 

SENATOR BRICE TALKS, 

‘*I will say,’’ said he, ‘‘that I had no con- 
ference with Senator Hill while I was in New 
York. My mission was not political. 1 went 
over simply to attend to some private busi- 
ness requiring my attention. Now, as tothe 
existence of any understanding between 
Senators Hill and Gorman and myself, that is 
notso. I have denied before that such a 
combination ; so called, has been formed. At 
no time have I committed myself to Mr. 
Hill’s candidacy. Nor have I made any 
pledge toany candidate. Iam not prepared 
tosay at this time whether Mr. Hill’s nom- 
ination by the Democratic party will be ad- 
visable, I willsay that Ihave made no at- 
tempt to getthe Ohio delegation instructed 
for Mr. Hill. The Democrats of Ohio are not 
prepared to decide as to which candidate 
should be indorsed, There is a Cleveland 
sentiment in my State. How strong it islam 
unprepared to say. The Hill sentiment, how- 
ever, is not predominant.

Storms on the Continent—Making Guns 
for Russia—Briefs. 


PARIS, Feb, 18.—France and Germany are 
covered with snow to a depth that has 
brought every traffictoa standstill. West of 
this city five railway trains are buried in the 
drifts between Chatresand St. Loup. Rail- 
way communication with Mannheim, Augs- 
burg, Metz and other eastern centers is 
stopped, trains being either stalled onthe 
way or afraid to start out. 

In Switzerland travel is altogether sus- 
pended. The snowfalls have been very 
heavy, and with the faintest indications of a 
thaw the usual routes will be dangerous from 
avalanches, 


‘ UNEASY BRAZIL. 
LONDON, Feb, 18.—Considerable difficulty 
has been experienced during the past few 
days in obtaining definite political news from 
Brazil, In spite of all denials that 
thereisany disturbance In that country it is 
known beyond doubt that serious movements 
are taking place there; butthe exact nature 
of these movements is not known. Rio 
Grande Do Sul Is still reported to bein a state 
of upheaval, and itis said that disturbances 
have also occurred inthe Province of Per- 
nambDucoandinthe Province of Ceara. In 
the latter portion of Brazil, report 
has it that the people have risen 
inarms, and that they have expelled the 
Govefnor, who is said to be a strong sup- 
porter of President Piexott, now practically 
the dictator Brazil. In business circles 
here Very little seems to be known about the 
internal affairs of Brazil, butit is admitted 
that matters are far from being tranqull. 


MAKING GUNS FOR RUSSIA. 

BERLIN, Feb. 18.—A sensation has been 
caused by a Munich newspaper’s exposure of 
the fact that a firm in Lundenburg, Baden, 
is making gun barrels for Russia, al- 
though the order has come hy the 
way of France. The Kaliser is known to be 
strongly opposed to Germany giving any as- 
sistance that may strengthen Russia for fut- 
ure hostilities. The fact that thess gun- 
barrels have been ordered from a German 
firm is considered as indicating that Russia 
isin haste toequip her army for service in 
the field. 


ENFORCED PIETY. 
VIENWA, Feb. 18.—The Austrian War :Minis- 
ter has issued a decree enjoining the officers 
of the army to take the men of their 
respective commands to church at 
least once a month.

His Holiness Commands Its Publication 
by Cardinal Richard. 


FRANCE AND THE VATICAN COMING TO 
AN UNDERSTANDING, 


‘Threats of Royalists in the Chamber of 
Deputies—British Comment on the 
Bland Bill—OCanada’s Reciprocity Com- 
missioners Have a Grievance—The 
Cgar Coercing Mennonites. 


PARIS, Feb. 18.—In order to stop the friction 
between France and the Vatican, due to the 
refusal of Cardinal Richard, Archbishop of 
Paris, to communicate to the French 
bishops the letter written to him by 
the Pope, in which His Holi- 
ness enjoins the French prelates 
to give their adhesion to the Republic, Car- 
dinal Rampol!l has notified the French Gov- 
ernment that the Papal nuncio at Paris has 
been instructed to distribute copies of the 
Pope’s letter to the bishops. 

Oardinal Richard, in replying to this letter, 
declared that he was unable to communicate 
its contents to the bishops, for he did not be- 
lieve the time opportune todoso. It was 
charged at the Vatican that the Cardinal’s 
action in refusing the Pope’s request to 
make the letter public was due to the !in- 
fluence of the Royalists. It was stated in 
Parisat the time that fifty Royalist members 
ofthe Chamber of Deputies had threatened 
to resign if the letter was published. 

It is believed that Cardinal Rampoli’s 
course in having the letter sentto the bish- 
ops, despite the objections of Cardinal Rich- 
ard, willdo away with whatever feeling may 
have been occasioned by the latter’s refusal 
to let the Pope’s conciliatory attitude be gen- 
erally known,

COMMISSIONERS COMPLAIN OF UNFAIR TREAT- 
MENT BY NEWSPAPERS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 18.—Sir John 
Thompson, one ofthe Washington Commis- 
missioners being seen, declined to speak as to 
results. but his accounts of their mission 
puDdlished in American papers were 
far from true. Hon. George E. 
Foster said of the statements of 
the press correspondents at Washington, 
they were in the main unreliable, and seemed 
to have been writtenina narrow, ungener- 
ous spirit. He was glad to be able to add 
that he and his colleagues found 
none of that spirit in their 
interviews with the United States 
Cabinet.

THE PEOPLE RISE AGAINST THE GOVERNOR OF A 
BRAZILIAN STATE. . 

Rro DE JAKBIRO, Feb. 18.—Advices have 

been received from Fort Alesia, capital of 

the State of Ceara, that disturbances have 

broken out in that State, and that the people 

of the capital have driven the Governor from 

the city.

The Horse Was Secured From Brannon, 
Shipped to East St. Louis and Entered | 
as a Maiden—Agreement Entered Into 
by the Conspirators—Backed in Pool- 
Rooms Outside of St. Louis—How Tan- 
ner Was Run as Polk Badget at Latoni 
Last September. . 


Chas. E. Quinn, the man who entered the 
horse Caddo at the East St. Louls track yes- 
terday, has made a full confession of 
the trick by which he and several 
other conspirators were to get rich on 
asingle race. The horse was entered as a@ 
maiden in the last race yesterday afternoon 
and was ridden by Jockey Jack Lee. Nobody 
had ever heard of the horse before, appar- 
ently, and none of the st. Louls 
horsemen were bettingon Caddo, But just 
before the race money began to go up on the 


' horse in big amountsall around the betting 


stand, and telegrams came from 
Nashville, Chicago and Kansas City, 
inquiring whothe horse Caddo was and what 
was the cause of the plunge which was 
being made on him at those points. The 
bookmakers began giving 3 to 1 on the horse, 
but every cent they offered was taken. 

Two to one was chalked up, and 
men moved around- the boards 
and took every bet. Even money was also 
taken. It wae plain that there were a good 
many very quiet betting men there who 
thought that they had a dead sure thing on 
Caddo, and so they had. 

WON VERY EASILY. 

Jockey Lee didn’t attempt to fool anybody 

about the horse’s speed. He rode the horse 


_ to win from the start, and the result was that 


he didthe five furlongs and finished four 
lehgths ahead of the others without half 


trying. Everybody at oncesaw that some- 
thing was wrong. That horse was certainly 
nota maiden. Bets were held, and the book- 
makers demanded that the judges should 
make an investigation. They called Quinn, 
the owner of the horse, before them, 
and he said there was nothing wrong with 
the horse. He was Caddo, and he had bought 
the animal from aman in Nashville. The 
Judges decided to continue the investigation. 
Many people on the. grounds looked 
at the horse and said he was 
Post Odds, a horse well known on Eastern 
tracks. Others said he was Tanner, a horse 
that the Brannon brothers hadentered at La- 
tonia underthe name of Polk Badgett and 
won 4@ big pile with him. The judges decided 
that Mr. Quinn’s story would bear looking 
into. They took him to the office of the 
Track Association last night and put him on 
the gridiron ae. He stuck to his story. 

To-day Joe Ullman, manager of the track 
got Quinn again, and told him he would 
arrest him and prosecute him if 
he did not make a full confes- 
sion. Quinn weakened and consented to 
tell the whole story. He told it and Manager 
Ullman wrote it down and then read it to 
him. He swore toit as the truth and Man- 
ager Uliman let him go. The confession is 
about as follows: 

THE CONFESSION, 

Last summer Quinn heard that aman in 
Bowling Green named William Stringer hada 
horse that could be used for jobs, and would 
lend him for this purpose if he was as- 
sured that at least $38,000 would be 
bet on him, and that he would get half of the 
winnings. In January it struck him that it 
would be a good thing to use Stringer’s 
horse. He took in several St. Louls men 
with him onthe scheme and they agreed to 
put up $1,500if he would manage the crook- 
ed race. He got money from them for 
expenses and went to Bowling Green. 
He couldn’t find Stringer, and they told him 
in Bowling Green thatthe man he wanted 
was Bannon. He went to Nashville and saw 

and on Feb. 10 Bannon intro- 

him to Huff, his present 

artner, saying Huff would let him havea 

orse that would do the trick, Huff showed 

him a horse named Caddo and said he 
could beat any horse in the West. 
Bannon told him the horse was Tanner, that 
he had beat everything at Latonia.

President McDonald ofthe Municipal Elec- 
tric Light & Power Co. to Anpear Be- 
fore the Council Committee To-Mor 
row—A OCGompromise With the City 
Probable—City Hall News. 


The outcome of the City Central Electric 
Ralilroad’s application fora franchise to run 
street cars in the direction of the four car- 
dinal points, and through and over the ter- 
ritory of four of the principal rallroads,is be- 
ing watched with great interest. The mat- 
ter is now before the Rallroid 
Committee . of the Council, and 
its destiny is being watched by 
Mr. Leverett Bell, ex-City Counselor, and 
Mr. Eugene Sweeney, formerly of this city, 
now acotton king and street railway mag- 
nate of Dallas, Tex. The greatest mystery 
has been thrown about the backers of the 
bill and for some time the members of the 
committee were kept in darkness. They 
were told by Messrs, Belland Sweeney that 
the bill was good enough to pass 
on its merits. This did not satisfy 
the committeemen and they received 
personal assurances from both gentlemen 
that the bill was being backed by St. Louls 
capital. Mr. Wehner says he knows who the 
St. Louis capitalists are, but other membDers 
of the committee do not. For their informa- 
tion, it is safe to state that the capital behind 
the bill is the Union Trust Co. 

Mr. Sweeney is quartered at room 96 South- 
ern Hotel, but can never be found there. He 
makes his headquarters inthe private office 
of Mr. W. E. Hughes, the President of the 
Union Trust Co., who is his financial back- 
er in his Dallas railroad enterprises. The 
latter statement is vouched for by a Dallas 
alderman who was in the city last week. 

There is more than St. Louis capital behind 
the bill if Mr. Sweeney’s representations to a 
member of the railroad committee are 
to be taken. He stated, sO 
the story goes, that he outlined 
the plan of the road totwo bigelectric light 
companies, onea Boston firm the other in 
Philadelphia, and they favored the scheme 
and promised it their financial support, 
probably in return for the privilege of fur- 
nishing its costly equipment. 

People who have watched railroad legisla- 
tion will not regard the bill as anything but a 
poolaffair. The line utilizes the tracks of the 
Oass avenue, Northern Centraland Sst. Louis 
& Suburban rallroads and run through 
theirderritory,yet not the slightest objection 
has been raised toit before the committee. 
This fact is significant. 

Mr. Wehner, the chairman of the Railroad 
Committee, stated this morning that he did 
not know the names of any of the applicants, 
either from this city or the East, who were 
backing the bill, He says hehas received 
assurances from Mr. Sweeney that the com- 
pany will be incorporated and the names 
made public atthe next meeting, probably 
next Wednesday or Thursday. Hesays the 
committee wllltake precautions to keep the 
franchise from being sold after it is granted. 


The Tax on Street Openings. 


It may be of interest to property -holders to 
know the rule which is followed out In assess- 
ing property-holders forthe improvement of 


a street. The matter was brought 
out during a session of the 
Ways and Means Committee, while 
discussing the proposed improvement of 
Florissautavenue Trom Grand to Alicc ave.- 
nue. Therule,as explained by Mr. Dryden 
of the City Counselor’s office, is to assess 
property for half a block on each 
side of improved streets.

HEAVIEST OF THE SEASON. 


Extraordhiary Receipts of Corn During 
the Past Week. 


A remarkable movement is now taking 
place in the corn market. The crop, as is 
well Known, is one of the largest ever grown, 
but there has been heretofore an 
almost wnexampled holding back of the 
grain by the farmers. The shipments 
have been. large, as compared with 


those of the preceding years, but small in 
proportion tothe crops. There are several 
reasons for this, among the most Influential 
being the expectation that the price would 
rise, the condition of the roads and the difmi- 
culty of obtaining transportion by rail. 
Much of the corn so far shivped has 
gone straight to the seaboard 
without stopping at any of the great 
Western centers. Only a small portion of the 
crop, however, could be handled in this 
manner, and the growers retained the major 
part. Beginning with the present month 
this condition of affairs has been altered. The 
freight blockade has been broken, 
or at least very materially re- 
HMeved, and the farmers are now 
sending their corn to market with great 
freedom, Many Western points, Chicago, 
Toledo, and notably St. Louis, have very 
greatly increased their stocks. Since the 
first of the month the St. Louts 
stock has increased 3,500,000 bushels, 
and the greater part of this in- 
crease has taken place the past week. 
The prospect is that shipments for the second 
half of the month will be even greater than 
those of the first half. While all Western 
shipping centers show an increase, none are 
so fortune in this respect as St. Louis. The 
Southern ports are getting most of the 
trade, Newport News, Norfolk and 
especially New Orleans, while the 
routes to the Atlantic seaboard have been 
Comparatively neglected. Asan instance of 
the increase in the St. Louls trade the fact 
may be mentioned that yesterday 200 car. 
loads of corn were sentirom this point to 
New Orleans and will thence be ship 
to Europe. The cause of the heavy 
movement at the present time is mainly due 
to the unprecedented European demand. 
Heretofore the shipments to Europe have 
been almost exclusively for the purpose of 
providing forage for animals, and very little 
corn has been used as a food. But owing 
to the scarcity of wheat on _ the 
eastern side of the Atlantic, a demand for 
| corn has sprung up whictis unprecedented, 
and therefore the receipts for February have 
been larger in this market than those of any 
other month in the year. Exporters are 
jubilant, because they are of the op! 

the demand which has been crea an 
exceptional condition of affairs will in future 
prove Steady, as it is expected that when 
he prejudice that has existed abroad against 
American corn meal is removed that it will 

come popular.

THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE, 

WORK WHICH THE SPECIAL SESSION WAS 
CALLED TO PERFORM, 
JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 18.—Goy. Fran- 
cis’ message to the special session of the 
Legislature was read in. both Houses yester- 
day. On the question of redistricting the 

State the Governor says: 


In my special message to you of Feb. 18, 1891, was 
inclosed a copy of the apportionment bill of the Con- 
Kress, approved Feb. 7, 1891, giving to Missouri 
fifteen members in the House of Representatives 
after March 3, 1893. That message recommended 
thatthe Thirty-sixth General Assembly redistrict 
the State into fifteen Congressional Districts 1am 
informed thatthe late date at which details of the 
eleventh census were promulgated prevented you 
from performing this work during your regular 
session of 1891. The Secretary of State is now in 

ossession of authentic informatiowgiving the popu- 
ation of each county in the State, and has prepared 
for your use maps that will greatly facilitate the 
work of redistriciing. 

At the regular session of 1291 you failed to divide 
the State in Leyisiative or Representative Districts 
under sec. 3, art. 4, of the Constitution. That 
duty is made mandatory on the General Assembly by 
sec. 7, art. 4, of the Constitution. 

As to the Judicial Circuits, the Executive 
says: 

Ihave also thought advisable, in obedience to an 
almost universal demand, to submit to you the re- 
forming of the Jadicial Circuits of the State, and the 
ad,usting of the salaries of the State Judiciary. 
There are,in addition to eriminai courts, thirty 
judicial circuits, one of whieh has tive, one four and 
one two Judges, the remainder one Judge each 
Litigation tu circuits having but one Judge is very 
unequal, as is the lator performed by the Judges 
therein, The terms of all these Judges will expire 
Jan. 1, 1893, and their successors, foraterm of s!x 
years, will be elected in November of the present 
vear. lIforward you herewith an official statement 
of the number of days circuit courts were in 
session during the year 1891. You will observe 
that the time varies from sixty-four to 236 
days. The salaries ot the Circuit Judges are fixed by 
statute, andin the twenty-seven circuits are but 
$2,000 per annun In my opinionthat is not suffi- 
cient compensation for judges who hold court more 
than 00 days per year, whose circuits extend over 
several counties, and who are required to pay their 
own traveling expenses; noris it @¢qual to salaries 
paid by other States to judges of like grade. * * * 
The wording of the cali permits you to adjust, within 
the limits of coustitution, the salaries of ail 
State judiciary. Youare hereby anthorized to legis- 
late concerning the Criminal Courts of the State and 
the Courts of Common Pleas, and to fix the time for 
holding courts in order that your judicial enactments 
may be systematic and complete and result in noin- 
copgruities. 

The Governor then calls attention tothe 
burning of the State University at Columbla 
and the necessity of beginning the work of 
reconstruction. He says: 

By the act of admission to the Federal Congress, 
tendering to Missourithe right of statehood, and by 
the ordinance of her people accepting the provisions 
thereof, we are enjoined and in houor bound to 
estabiish end foster a seminary of learning By the 
act ot the General Assembly, approved Feb, 8, 1539. 
the university was established, and our present Con- 
stitution, adupted by the vote of the people in 1875, 
vested its government in a board of Curators and 
imposed upon the General Assembly the obligation 
to ‘‘aid and maintain the state University now 
established with its present departiments.’’ >» 
the Board of Curators, aided by the suggestions of 

resident and facuitv, have fvurmulated a 
for the construction of a building 
will meet the requirements of 
university in that line for ten years to 
come. The scheme is elaborate, but not unduly ex- 
ensive. Itcontemplates the expenditure of about 
£400,000. which sum will be sufficient to complete a 
imposing elevation and ample di- 
five departinental buildings, and 
te furnish and equipall with Lbrary and scientific 
apparatus adequate toanswer the demands of the 
immediate future. Of the amount desired the board 
receive about $147,000 frominsurance. The 
wi owe to the university by 
Jan. 1, 1893, $56,608.84, being twenty 
one months’ interest on the certificate 
of indebtedness for $646,058.35, bearing 5 per cent 
interest, payable fifty years afterdate, Aprill, 1591, 
and issuedip fayorofthe State Seminary fond, in 
accordance with the bill passed by your honmvorabie 
body, and approved March 26, 1891. Said sum can, 
with propriety and safety, be appropriated from the 
interestiund. Onthat interest one-fifth, om 20 per 
cent, velongs tothe School of Mines at Rolla, the 
reinainder $45,387.03 cen be used for buildings and 
equipments. Lean see no objection to your appro- 
priating the balance of the sum desired, or about 
£50,000, ontof any moneys in the State revenue 
fund not otherwise appropriated. 
On State finances Gov. Francis says: 


That there is not likely te be asurplusin the rey- 
enue of the years 1891-92 beyond your 4appropria- 
tions of the regular session is no reflection upon your 
honorable body nor upon the State. Itis the well- 
known policy of the party in power to collect from 
the people only such amounts a are necessary to pay 
the interest on obligations hitherto incurred, to re- 
duce those obligations from year to year and to pay 
the expenses of an economicaliy administered Govy- 
erninent. If the revenue of the State had exceeded, 
or promised to exceed, the appropriations made you 
should, and doubtiess would, have re- 
duced the rate of taxation. The money of the people 
should not be taken from them to be boarded in the 
State Treasury. The bonded debt of the State was 
reduced during 1891 to the extentof $1,450,000; it 
will be reduced during 1892 only to the extent of 
the constitutional requirement of $250,000, but the

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Gen. Palmer Advocates Direct Votes for 
United States Senators. 


STRONG ARGUMENT FOR CHANGING THE 
FEDERAL CONSTITUTION. 


Severe Arraignment of Corrupt Legisla- 
tures—Remedy Proposed by the Bill In- 
troduced— The Washburn Inauiry — 
Miss ouri at the Capital—Congressional 
Proceedings—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—There was 
more than the usual pumber in the gallery 
to-day in anticipation of the set address an- 
nounced by Senator Palmer. Atl p.m. Mr. 
Palmer called up his resolution submitting a 
constitutional amendment, providing for the 
election of Senators by the people. 
Taking his position in the center aisle, in the 
place usually occupied by Mr. Ransom of 
North Carolina, Senator Palmer, in clear, 
resonant tones, addressed the Senate on the 
subject, membDers of both sideS of the cham- 
ber giving earnest attention to his remarks. 

Mr. Palmer said, in calling the attention of 
the Senate and the country to the subject of 
an alteration of the Constitution of the 
United States which shall provide for the 
election of Senatorsin Congress by a direct 
vote of the people of the several States, he 
only obeyed the instructions given him in the 
most impressive manner by the people of the 
State of lliinols. 

The constitutional mode of electing Sena- 
tors by the Legislatures of the States was no 
longer satisfactory tothe American people. 
It was not a sufficient answerto the popular 
dissatisfaction to say that it is the method 
provided by the Constitution. Tracing the 
history of the adoption of the Constitation, he 
pointed out that the instrument we now so 
revered was not the fragment prepared by 
patriots and statesmen who composed the 
convention of which Washington was Presi. 
dent, butthe complete instrument as per- 
fected by the most important amendments 
submittea to the States for their appruval by 
the first Congressthat assembled under its 
provisions. He regarded the provision in 
the constitution for its own amendment by 
peaceable, orderly methods, was one of the 
happiest conceptions of profound statesman- 
ship and that it was placed in the constitu- 
tion justifies the beilef that even the neces- 
sity fora new system of government would 
not have been sufficient to secure the accept- 
ance of the constitution by the requisite num.- 
ber of States if it had not been for the con- 
fident expectation entertained by many that 
it would thereafter be improved by essential 
amendments. 

DISTRUST OF THE PEOPLE. 

Itis manifest that there prevailed inthe 
convention which framed the constitution 
the most profound distrust of popular elec- 
tions, it was conceded, tndeed, that an elec- 
tion, of one branch at least, of the proposed 
legislature by the people immediately was 
a ciear principle of free government. 
Mr. Gerry, whose name is 
connected in modern political life 
witha practice which is invariably de- 
nounced by minorities, conceded that much, 
Hesaid: ‘‘it was necessary that the people 
should appoint one branch of the govern 
ment, inorderto inspire them with confi: 
dence,’’ but he wished the ‘‘other to be so 
modified asto secure ajust preference of 
merit.’’ 

Considerations like these largely infiu- 
enced the convention toconfiide the election 
of Senators to the legislatures ofthe States. 

Another of the objects intended to be 
accomplished by confiding the election of 
Senators to State Legislatures was that of 
protecting the commercial and moneyed 
interests. It was argued in the convention 
‘*that the commercial and moneyed interests 
would be more secure in the hands of the 
State Legislatures than of the people at 
large. The former have more sense of char- 
acterand will be restrained by that from 
injustice.’’ 

And then, to illustrate thelr incapacity, it 
was added ‘‘the people are for paper money 
when the Leglisiatures areagainstit.’’ In 
Massachusetts the County Conventions had 
deciared a wish fora deprecating paper that 
would sink itseif. None of the reasons,which 
led the framers of the Constitution to deprive 
the people of the direct control of the Ex- 
ecutive Department and of the Senate now 
exist. 

LIBERTIES THREATENED. 

Specific proof of the incapacity of the legis- 
ture to exercise electoral functions, and of 
the capacity of the people to doso, will be 
found on examination of the revised and 
amended constitutions of the older 
States and of the new States 
modeled after them. If the amend- 
ment tw the constitution, which he 
proposed shoula be aaopted, the members of 
the Senate of the United States would be 
chosen by the direct vote of the free people 
ofthe several States, and the Senate would 
be, whatitnever yet had been, the popular 
branch of the Congress of the United States. 
In conciusion Mr. Palmer sald: 

**In 1787 it was believed by many that the 
security of property would be endangered by 
the direct participation of the people in the 
election of Senators; now the rights andthe 
liberties of the people are threatened by the 
overwhelming and all- pervading influence of 
property. 

‘*it is not necessary that I should assalil or 
denounce those who control the enormous 
ageregzates of either fixed or speculative 
property ;it isenoughto point to the irre- 
Sistible logic of existing conditions, the 
property, or, to use more expressive words, 
the wealth invested in commerce, _in 
manufactures in the railways, the for- 
ests, the mines, and in the myriad 
forms of organized activity demands lexisia- 
tion for its protection. or benefits, and its 
political power, whe.her employed in the 
Congress ofthe United States or the State 
Legislature, rarely fails of success. Organ- 
ized, as it is, it is so related that it can direct 
its influence to the attainment of any desir- 
able end. 

‘‘Mr. President, the property to which I 
alluded has now nothing to fear from the ag- 

ressive action of the people or from their 

irect influence upon the Government. All 
that they can gain by the amendment to the 
constitution will be enlarged powers of 
self-defense. Senators- hereafter to be 
elected by the people by their :direct votes 
will be their true and exact representatives, 
and will defend their homes and their prop- 
erty from unequal and excessive burdens. 
They will dignify the States, for the people 
are the States. 

‘‘They will recognize their responsibility to 
the people who elect them, and they will find 
their reward in the approval of their fellow- 
citizens, whom they have faithfully served, 


THE WASHBURN BILL. 


ARGUMENT IN OPPOSITION BY SAMUEL W, 


ALLERTON. 

WaspInGcToN, D. C., Feb. 18.—The sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on the 
Judicigry listened this morning to an argu- 
ment made in opposition to the ‘*‘Washburn’’ 


bill by Mr. Samuel Allerton of lilinois, who 
stated that he had been a _ practical 
farmer for __ the st forty years. 
The system of dealing in futures, he satd, had 
not been inaugurated for gambling purposes. 
It had grown out of the necessities of the 

rain trade. The trading was not fictitious, 
Dut grew out of established ——, based on 
intelligent thought of what the world would 
peed in the future. 

The prompter of this bill seemed to be the 
‘*mi)] combine,’’ controlled by English capi- 
tal. It was designed to destroy the Chicago 
market—the greatest center market in the 
world. The legislation of this character 
has been enacted and was further 

roposed and if it were con. 
finued before Congress got through, a 
citizen would not be able to breathe the fresh 
air of Heaven without being surrounded by 
Government spies and detectives. Individual 
rights were on the verge of destruction. He 
ventured that every Congressman who voted 
for the pending bill would in two years be as 
dead politically as a dried Egyptian mummy. 

Senator Washburn inquired what ad- 
vantare the passage of the bill would give to 
the willer. 

Mr. Allerton replied that if the future trad- 
ing in Chicago was limited and hampered by 
laws the market would be destroyed and the 
millers of Minnesota would buy thelr wheat 
cheaper. Let the millers destroy the Chicago 
market and they would have the market to 
themselves.

MISSOURI AT THE CAPITAL, 


MILITIA PENSION MATTERS—THE TURNER BAG- 
GING BILL. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 18.—Representa- 
tive Wilson called at the Interior Department 
to-day and filed a brief with the Sec- 
retary.on an appended case involving the 
constitutionality of pension acts of June 27, 
1890. Mr. Wilson claims that the pension act 
of June 27 included the Eighty-first and 
Eighty-second Regiments of Missouri and 
Other State military. His brief is very 
strong, and it may be that the men who 
served in the State militia will get increase 
of pension under the act of June 27. 

Representative Cobb received a large num- 
ber of dispatches to-day protesting against 
Turper’s bill to put bagging on the free list. 
He had a talk with Springer and Turner 
about the matter and they promised to give 
it their attention. The Committee on Ways 
and Means have not yet considered the free 
bagging bill.

$20,000 will be asked and appropriated. 
The inguiry said Mr. Tarsney will ascertain 
asto the hygienic and sanitary conditions 
surrounding those whose lives are spent in 
closed workshops and tenement houses. It 
is believed that the investigation will bring 
forth good results in reclaiming the children 
of many who grew up in wice and idleness. 
This proposition Mr. Tarsney regards as the 
most important that has emanated from the 
Labor Committee since its organization in 
the Fortv-ninth Congress,

Tolstoi’s Daughter. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—The following letter 
from Titania Tolstol has been received by 
Miss Pugh, Treasurer of the National 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, in 
answer toa letter inwhich Miss Pugh sent 
$200 as a gift from the Union: 

DEAR Miss PuGH—I have received your contribu- 
tion forthe sufferers from famine in our country, 
and heartily thank the kind souls who have taken 
partinthecollection. My fatherandall our family 
are especially touched by offerings from strange 
lands. Itisanew token of the universal brother- 
hood. My father and I are at present making a short 
visit in Moscow and are going back to the Govern- 
ment of Riazan, where we have ‘organized several 
free eating houses, in each of which are fed 
about fiity people. With @od’s help, and with 
the help of good people, we hope to increase 
the number ofthese eating houses. The distress is 
severer every day, and I can’t imagine what it will 
be in the spring and next year, when the greater 
part of the cattle will be eaten or dead from hunger. 
If you happen to hear of new collections for our fam- 
ine stricken pessantry, which are appointed to be 
sent to our family, will you please give my mother's 
address in Moscow, ‘‘Hamoviniky 15, Countess So- 
phia Tolstoi.’’ She willsend the moneyto us orto 
my brother, who is now working at the same aim in 
the Government of Samar, whichis one of the worst 
famine stricken places, er else she will buy victuals 
and send them to us.

TOLSTOI’S SOUP KITCHEN. 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Count Tolstoi gives in the 
Daily Telegraph an interesting description of 
the soup kitchen which he has established 
for the relief of his famine-stricken country 
people. When he hears tbat the people of a 
village are starving, he journeys thither and 
subjects the Starosta, or leadingelder, to a 
series of inquirtes to ascertain whoare most 
in need. ‘‘How about Theodore Abramoff?’’ he 
asks forinstance. To this the elder replies, 
perhaps, that Theodore 1s badly off, but can 
pullthrough. He follows up the same line of 
inquiries regarding other péasants, and 
usually finds that he can get impartial and 
trustworthy information as to the actual 
wants of the people. Besides his soup kitch- 
ens, he gives rye bread and potatoes to those 
who are in need of relief, The peasants are 
most anxious to save their horses, as their 
chief dependence for future agricultural op- 
erations. The peasants ofone place, them 
selves vuceery starving, have kept eighty 
horses alive through the winter, so far on 
famine rations, rather than kill the animals. 
Men and brutes starve together.

This conspiracy is intended to give them less 
and dearer coal. 

Production has already been curtailed in 
order that the price may be maintained. The 
price will inevitably be advanced in order 
that the conspirators may more rapidly ab- 
sorb themselves the earnings of other men.

Alger’s War Claims. 


Tothe Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The little ripple over the nature of the dis- 
charge from the Union service of Gen. R, A; 
Alger has naturally caused many to look up 
his military record, and such research dis- 
closes some Of the very curious features of 
the war. 

It was notorious that the Confederate sol- 
diers always overestimated the Unton troops 
opposed tothem and understated their own, 
and it was sometimes intimated that the 
Unton forces did the same thing. 

All ‘*Michiganders’’ use the book ‘‘Michi- 
can inthe War’’ as their Koran, and swear 
by it. Referring to that book we find, regarda- 
ing that little affairjat Looneville, Miss., July 
1, 1862, at which place Gen. Alger ciaims 
to have been captured and to have escaped 
the same-day, that, on page 615, the 
Assistant Surgeon of the regiment at some 
time—probably long yearsafter the war— 
states that Booneville was attacked by 7,000 
rebels. He destribes the battle in fine stvie 
and winds up by stating that Sheridan had 
the engineer of asupply train that just ar- 
rived, blow the whistie of his engine, and 
the reserve give a hearty yell, as though as- 
Sistance had arrived, which caused the 
Johnnies to leave—and thus 728 Union sol- 
diers whipped 7,000 Confederates. But refer- 
ence to Sheridan’s official reportand his dis- 
patches shows that he telegraphed for the 
train to come after the rebels had gone. 
Sheridan and others estimate the rebel 
Torce at from 4,000 to 5,000. 

Turning to the rebe! side, we find that on 
June 80 Chalmers was ordered to take 1,200 
to 1,500 to make the raid, and it is not likely 
that he had over 1,000 as 1,200 to 1,500 reported 
for duty, when ordered on such an expedi- 
tion, would turn out only about 1,000 or 1,200 
effectives, 

There is nothing found to indicate thatthen 
Capt. R. A. Alger was captured and escaped. 
From the custom of the day one would ex- 
pect to find it mentioned by some one. 

On page 760 of .‘‘Michigan'in the War,’’ it 
Says that Col. Russell A. Alger ‘‘resigned 
Sept. 20, 1864, and was honorably discharged ; 
Brevet Brigadier-General United States Vol- 
unteers, Oct. 10, 1865, for gallant and mer- 
itorlous service, to rank from the battle of 
Trevillian Station, Va., June 11, 1864; Brevet 
Major-General United States Volunteers 
June 11, 1865 [note the dates], for gallant and 
meritorious service during the war.’’ 

The General’s report of the Trevillian 
Station affair, on pages 830-831, is amusing in 
the highest. Many such captures were made.

ON THE RACK. 


Czar Ziegenhein Will Be Tortured 
With Questions. 


Some Leading Points on Which He 
Will Be Examined. 


ILLEGAL METHODS TO BE INQUIRED 
INTO CAREFULLY. 


The Oollector Will Have to Explain Why 
His Plan of Conducting His Office 
Differs From the Statutory Provis- 
ions for Its Government—A Case 
Which Shows the Necessity of In- 
vestigating Petitions. 


Councilman Anderson’s investigating com- 
mittee was down on the Council calendar to- 
day for a meeting at 3 o’clock to inquire into 
the affairs of Uollector Zilegenhein’s office, 
The Collector was invited to be present and 
make a defense to the charges which have 
been made againsthim. Chairman Anderson 
and Mr. Arnstein are determined to be en- 
lightened upon the subject of the Collector’s 
methods and there is no doubt that in the 
examination the difference between Mr. 
Ziegenhein’s methods and the statutory pro- 
visions for the government of his office will 
be clearly brought out. Councilman Ander- 
son has gone very thoroughly into the peti- 
tion question, and when he went up to the 
City Hall this afternoon he was anxious to 
have the Oollector answer the following 
questions: 

WHAT HE MUST TRAL. 

When a petition and remonstrance are presented 
to you abouta saloon whichisto be established, do 
you have the names which appear on the papers 
examined to see if they are on the Assessor’s books 
as tax-payers? 

Do you not take itfor granted thatthe names are 
those of tax-payers, without investigating them? 

Do you require the saloon-keepers to obey the law 
which directs every one ofthemto renew his peti- 
tion on the Fourth of July? Why do you not? 

Do you allow saloon-keepers to sell liquor without 
a license while you wait for then to get enough money 
to pay the license? What authority have you for 
this? Does pot the law expressiy provide that one 
must get a license before he may sell liquor? 

Isit not your duty toshutepthe places that are 
selling liquor without a license or to ask the Chief of 
Police to do so? 

Do you believe the Collector’s office should be 
managed in strict accordahce with the law or should 
the Collector manage his collections as he would his 
own business, giving men time to payif he thought 
that pressing them would drive them outof busi- 
ness! 

Has not the city losta good dealof money by giv- 
ing the saloon-keepers and the small butchers time 
to pay their licenses? 

Why do you refuse to let saloon petitions be seen 
by the people living on the block, who are.cirectly 
interested in the matter? You are quoted as saying 
those petitions are merely for the information of the 
Collector. When there isa dispute about the names 
on them—their number and their being rea! tax- 
payers—should you not let both sides see the papers? 

W hat are your objections to the law which puts the 
power of issuing licenses into the hands of the Col- 
lector A 

GETTING CUP A BOGUS PETITION. 


A case, which illustrates the necessity ofa 
strict investigation of every petition filled for 
a saloon, is interesting the people who live 
on the block bounded by Jefferson avenue, 
Randolph street, Adams and Twenty-third 
street. There‘is nota saloon on the block, 
but on the adjoining blocks, right 
around it, there are three. There 
are two on the corner of Ran- 
doiph street and Jefferson avenue, and 
oppos tie one of these there is an empty store 
dullding on -the northeast corner. in the 
past six years there have been three attempts 
to start a saloon in the building, but the 
people in the Didck have opposed the move 
actively, and under previous collectors have 
succeeded in Keeping the dramshop away. 
The block is occupied by the homes 
of those im moderate circumstances. 
Dr. Crawford owns a good deal 
of the property. One of the 
tax-payersonthe block isa merchant tallor 
named George H. Ten Broeck. He lives at 
#20 South Jefferson. Mr. Ten Broeck says 
that he and his neighbors have discovered 
that they will have to fight another saloon 
which Is gettingup a bogus petition.

Legislators Are Interested. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 18.—A number 
of the members are taking a lively interest in 
the disclosures concerning Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s management of his office and his fail- 
ure to collect saloon licenses. The State is 


entitled to a share of every such license col- 
jected, and the members who have become 
familiar with Ziegenhein’s methods are in 
favor of some vigorous action, but at the 
same time say nothing can be done unless the 
Governor gives the opportunity in the shape 
of a special message.

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STARTED ON ITS WAY. 


The New Bill for ths Protection of Cross- 
ings Introduced in the Council 


Councilman Arnstein’s bill providing for 
the erection of bars at railroad crossings 
has been introduced and given its first 
reading. Atthe next meeting of the Coun- 
cil, next Tuesday night, it will be referred to 
a committee, probably the Committee on 
Railroads, and will not be brought before the 
Councilagain for consideration until the re- 


port. As, however, the five members of the 
committee are favoraole to the main pro- 
visions of the bill, an agreement as 
to minor details will probably soon 
be arrived at, and tne Dill then De 
reported back with the committee’s indorse- 
ment. After being engrossed by another 
committee it willthen be put upon its pas- 
sage, and if it receives seven votes—and 
there is hardly any doubt that it will receive 
thirteen—the bill will be sent to the House of 
Delegates to be put through the same sourse 
there. Every member of the Railroad.Com- 
mittee in the House has expressed himself 
favorable tothe bill and as there will be no 
opposition toit unless from the outside the 
committee will probably not keep it more 
than a week ortwo. Fifteen votes will pass 
the billin the House of Delegates, and twen- 
ty-two members have already come out in 
favor of better protection at the crossings, 
mostofthem expressing views entirely in 
harmony withthe Arnstein bill. The other 
six members have not been heard from, but 
are believed to be on the side of protection. 

Delegate Courtney said last evening that he 
was for the bill. He thought the railroad 
crossings should be guarded at all times 
both nightand day. He wasn’t prepared to 
say exactly how fast the trains should be 
permitted torun If their crossings were kept 
well protected by gates, but certainly faster 
than the present laws authorized them to. 

Delegate Dieckmann talked pretty much in 
the same way, while Mr. Lehman thought 
that the best protection would be afforded by 
bells hung at the crossings and connected 
electrically with the track tww or three blocks 
off and rung automatically by the approach- 
ing trains. He was a little afraid that if 
automatic bars were used in the same way 
teams would occasionally get caught under 
them. Watchmen should be stationed at 
the crossings if bars were used. Delegate 
McGroarty is in favor of the new bill. He 
would like to see the crossings well protected 
and the rallroad companies then granted the 
privilege of running their passenger trains 
attwenty milesan hour. Delegate Cosgrove 
is also friendly tothe billand hopes that if it 

comesa law, it will be enforced better 
than the present laws in regard to crossings 
are. Hehas hadto wait half an hour ata 
crossing foratrainto pass and the limit of 
time for obstructing a crossing‘is five 
minutes. Delegate Hagerty has two or three 
dangerous crossings in his ward and thinks It 
about time that they were protected by bars. 
The suburban trainsthat use Collins street 
all run pretty fast, he says, and not one of 
the crossings is guardedin any way what- 
ever.

CHICAGO COMPLAINS. 


The Grain Trade of That City Decreases 
While St. Louis Gains. 

The factthat duringthe present year the 
importance of St. Louls has been steadily in- 
creasing as a grain exporting center has 
bee n recognized by all dealers, but few were 
inclined to believe that it had gained so much 
at the expense of Chicago, asthe reports of 
the railroads of the latter city were made to 
indicate. The shipments forthe week end- 
ing Feb. 10, from Chicago, showed a decrease 


the preceding week of 6,451 tons, and by far 
the greater part of this loss was in the line of 
grain. During the same period St. Louis 
not only avoided any loss, but showed a very 
marked gain, the receips of corn having been 
larger than for any week inthe year. The 
fact is regarded by those on ’Change as pe- 
culilarly significant. Similar gains were 
made earlier in the season, but the cause 
then assigned by Chicago dealers was that 
there existed a practical freight blocade at 
that point, and that merely the over-plus 
went to St. Louls. It was confidently pre- 
dicted that as soon as the blockade was 
broken this gain on the part of {St. Louis 
would cease. The blockade has been broken 
for some time, but the gain for 
St. Louis continues toincrease. So important 
has this been that the Chicago shippers as- 
sertthatit can only be due to hostile dis- 
crimination by the rallroads in favor of St. 
Louls, andto the disadvantage of Chicago. 
Private telegrams recelved here to-day state 
that steps are being taken to investigate the 
matter and to bring the alleged discrimina- 
tion before tbe Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. St. Louis shippers are rather in- 
clined tobe amused than disturbed by this 
threat. They state that for Chicago to 
assert that its trade is being hampered 
by the railroads is as unfounded 
asitis noveland give other reasons for the 
strong movement of grain toward St. Louis, 
Inthe first place the steamers reaching Eu- 
rope by way of the Gulf of Mexico are much 
more numerous and well appointed than 
they were in previous years. In the second 
place there has Deen a great demand for 
American fiour from the West Indies and 
South American States. This demand can be 
better supplied from St. Louls than from an 
other market, as the soft wheat which-is 
handled here is the only variety suitable 
for whet is known as the i tropical 
trade. The reduction of the import 
any on flour made by Cuba and other islands 
of the Spanish West Indies, although made a 
number of months ago, bas only recently 
been felt to its fulliextent. There were large 
stocks of Spanish flour on hand and until 
these were exhausted dealers were not 
anxious toreplenish their stocks from this 
country. Lately, however, especially within 
the last three weeks, the demand has been 
very largely increased, owing to the fact that 
the holdover stocks are about used up and as 
the soft wheat flour is alone suitable for 
Keeping in hot climates, St. Louis, as the 
great soft wheat market, has reaped the ad- 
vantage. A third reason forthe gain of St. 
Louls and the loss of Chicagoisto be found 
in the remarkable increasee in the ship- 
ments of corn by way ofthe gulf ports. St. 
Louis dealers are as jubilant over the situa- 
tion as those of Chicago are depressed,

PERSUADED BY HIS WIFE, 

Hedgepeth says he never used the name of 
‘*Florence A. Waterman’’ In his life before 
and that he could only have been traced to 
California through that letter written to 
McFadden. He would not have sent for the 
trunk, but his wife wantedit. She had packed 
all her wearing apparel and jewelry in it 
and above all, it contained a beautiful seal 
skin sacque. At her request he had it 
shipped. Ithad nosooner arrived in Oak- 
land than a detective seized it, and from that 
moment it was guarded night and day. 
Through it the police knew they could run 
down the Glendale train robbers, It also 
gave them an inkling of Slye’s whereabouts, 
as it was supposed he would not be very far 
from Hedgepeth,. The supposition proved to 
be correct. Slye was located in Los Angeles, 
Dec. 14, two weeks afterthe robbery and but 
three days after h had bought a 
saloon.

The sale of 2-cenl 
stamps for these two periods was &,05),(0) 10 
in 1 and 13,900,000 in 1891. This was te 
ber of stamps sola and not the amount 
oney received. The increase here was 
alsoavery gradual one. The increase 's 
stamped envelopes and stamped newspaper 
wrappers was as follows: One-cent envelr 
Opes: 982,000 in 1886 and 1,076,000 In 1891. Two 
cent envelopes: 2,479,000 In 1886 and 4,152, 
in 1891. One-cent wrappers: 700,000 eaci 
year, showing no _ increase. Two-cent 
envelopes, 85,000 In 1886 and 147,000 In Isy). The 
total number of stamps, stamped envelopes 
and stamped wrappers sold during the last 
half of 1886 was 11,514,000, which increased to 
18,199,250 last year. ‘hese figures are ail, tt 
should be remembered, for half year periods.

Hearing May Be Again Postponed by 
Reason of the Plaintiff’s Illness. 

DEADWOOD, 8. D., Feb. 18.—The divorce 
case of Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., comes up 
for trial here to-morrow. Bringing of suit at 
Deadwood after her residence had been per. 
fected at Sioux Falls has caused a great deal 
ofinguiry. The true reason has never been 
published. It was the intention to bring the 
case before Judge Aikens of Sioux Falls, but 
itisclaimed that for some reason he was 
averse to hearing the case, and the belief be- 


came firmly lodged by those acquaintad with 
the suitthat the Judge would refuse to grant 
hera decree. Sothe suit was brought before 
Judge Thomas at Deadwood, Three demands 
were made in the application — a 
decree of divorce, custody of the 
child, James G. Blaine IIl., and 
permanent alimony. Judge Palmer applijed 
first for $800 temporary alimony and attor- 
ney’s fees. Semne Blaine resisted and his 
answer maintained that Mrs. Blaine was an 
incompetent person to havethe custody of 
the child, being nervous, which would affect 
the heaith of her son. Ademand was made 
for $1,000 temporary alimony which the court 
ordered paid by Feb. 10. When that day ar- 
rived Blaine bad withdrawn from the field, 
leaving the matter open forthe issuance of 
the decree. 

A pecullar feature of the case is that Judge 
Palmer, Mrs. Blaine’s attorney, was at one 
time Judge on the territorial bench and was 
succeeded by Judge Garland, young Blaine’s 
attorney. Judge Palmer is an old friena of 
Mrs. Blaine, and one of the most noted char- 
acters in the State. He.is a native of Ver- 
montand was admitted to practice law in 
1874 at Burlington, Vt. He was appointed 
one of the Justices of the Supreme Court of 
Dakota in 1884, by President Arthur, and 
after his term expired he resumed the prac- 
tice of law in Sioux Falls. 

Young Mrs. Blaine is stopping at the Key- 
stone Hotel, and is suffering from nervous 
prostration. Judge Paimer stated toa re- 

rter that his client has been under a terri- 
le strain for the last few months, and that, 
though she has borne up bravely, her 
nervous system has been so severely taxed 
that she has now almost completely broken 
down. Mrs. Blaine had lo rise from a sick 
ped at Sioux Falls to come to Deadwood for 
the trial, and on the way in suffered froma 
hemorrhage of the lungs. Physicians, while 
not pronouncing her condition dangerous, 
command absolute quiet and rest. It is prob- 
able that immedtately after the hearing she 
will into retirement. The condition of 
Mrs. Biaine may necessitate another post- 
ponement of the hearing.

‘OWE JUMPS INTO THE RIVER AND AR- 


OTHER INTO A CISTEER. 


Mrs. Josephine Norden Seen Playing 
With Her Dogs on a Dyke and Then, 
It Is Supposed, Leaped Into the 
Water—Mrs. Julia Crampe Driven to 


Death by Despondency. 


A strange story of the supposed suicide of 
Mrs. Josephine Norden was reported tothe 
police this morning. Last Monday forenoon, 
about 11:30 o’clock, Mrs, Norden, who 
lived on Osage street, between Mis; 
sour! and Marine avenues, left 
her home. Between 12 and 1 o’clock 
Frank Voigtle, a laborer, living at the foot of 
Gasconade street, saw Mrs. Norden standing 
on the river bank at the foot of Gasconade 
street and two dogs were playing about her. 
A few minutes later he saw her standing 
on the Work-house dyke, which extends into 
the river some distance below Gasconade 
street and she was still playing with the 
dogs. When Voigtle gidnced that way again 
shortly after seeing her first she was gone, 
but the dogs were running about excitedly 
and then started toward their home ona 
run. Not long after this, Michael Zurick, 
residing near the Work-house dyke, 
was on his way home, walking 
north and when about one block south of the 
dyke he saw an object floating in the water 
and he thought he saw it moving like a per- 
son was struggling. He was so far from 
the object that he paid no attention toit 
and went home, He told  Voigtle 
what he saw and Voigtie at once 
concluded the woman had committed  sui- 
ciee. Both men went to the second District 
Police Station yesterday afternoon and re- 
ported the case. Mrs. Norden Is still missing 
and Mr. Norden is inclined to the belief that 
his wife Jumped into the river, 

Frank Voigtile said to-day: ‘‘I saw Mrs. 
Norden pass my door here Monday at 12:30 
Pp. m. and go down Marine avenue toward the 
river. itafterwards saw her standing on the 
point of the Work-house dyke, 150 feet south 
of Marineavenue. Her own dog and a 
strange dog were playing about her. That is 
the las~ I saw of her.’’ Frank Croick,a fisher- 
man, who lives on the dyke, said he 
knew Mrs. Norden and saw her'‘on the dyke 
Monday. It wasa very unusual thing to see 
@ woman there but he did not give much 
thought to it, until a little later when he was 
on the river bank 500 feet south ofthe dyke. 
A tramp pointed toa floating object and said 
it wasa y and he concluded as soon as he 
heard ofthe disappearance of Mrs. Norden 
that it was her body which he saw 
Norden said he did not krtow where his wife 
was, but he saw no reason why she should 
jump intothe river. They never quarreled, 
e said, and she had plenty of money to 


spend. 
Despondent Through Sickness. 


Mrs. Julia Crumpe, about 44 years old and 
married ended her life some time last night by 
jumping into a cistern in the rear of her res!- 


dence, 8211 Blair avenue. For some 
time past ill health has made 
her gloomy and despondent and she has fre- 
quently threatened to commit suicide. She 
retired last night with her husband, but 
some time es the night she slipped out 
without her husband’s knowledge. When 
he awoke this morning he instituted 
A search for his wife. which 
revealed her dead body floating in the cis- 
tern. With the assistance of some friends 
the body was removed fromthe cistern,‘and 
the police authorities notified of the sad 
affair. Deceased leaves three grown children,

TWO MEN KILLED. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 18.—An accident hap- 
pened at the Edgar Thomson Steel-works at 
midnight, in which two men were fatally in- 
jured and another probably fatally injured.

Accommodations. 


SARA’S WANDERINGS IN 


THE DIVINE 
; THE RAIN: 


A Col4 Reception Accorded the Great 
French Actress and Her Menagerie— 
She Spends the Day ina Cab Secking 
Quarters—Her Snakes Not Welcome 
Guests at the Hotels. 


None of the hotels of St. Louis will have the 
honorof sheltering Mile. Sara Bernhardt. 
That lady prefers the seclusion afforded by 
her private car, and will remain during her 
stay on one of the side tracks. This decision 
was not reached until this 
afternoon, and was a source 


of-surprise to the ‘‘divine Sara.’’ The cause 
of this peculiar proceeding is not to be 
ascribed'to any particular love felt by the 
great French actress for the accommodations 
afforded by the Pullman company, nor should 
it be regarded as any slur upon the St. 
Louis hostelries. The reason is to 
be found in Mile Bernhardt’s deep 
affection for the animal kingdom. Notcon- 
tent witha full retinue of maids and ser- 
vants, Mile. Bernhardtis accompanied by a 
walking, flying and crawling menagerie, and 
declines to be severed from their society. She 
has with her a number of dogs, more 
birds and two or three snakes, 
whose companionship she absolutely declines 
to dispense with. Manager Abbey last night 
telegraphed to the Southern Hotel, request- 
ing that a suite of rooms be reserved for her. 
NO ANIMALS TAKEN. 
AN answer was sent that Mile. Bernhardt and 
her retinue of featherless bipeds would be 
gladly received, but that for her other at- 
tendants no quarters would be provided, 
and it was suggested that they hie them- 
selves toa menagerie.
